An oceasional correspondent at 
Limehowfu, in the Pakhoi district, 
writes saying that the whole dis- 
trict is now completely surrendered 
to the Canton forces.

Grimble wag foreman of the jury. 
Addressing the jury, Mr. -Lind- 
sell said Hie-dld- not think . they 
would have any difficulty in com-. 
ing to the conclusion that the 
Sergeant shot- himself at th: 
police station” and that it was a 
case of suicide while of unsound 
mind, « 
_ The first withess called was 
wu ‘Teh-fang, a2 Northern dialect 
ce seit Sai Kung Police 
Station, He said he had been 
stationed ‘there since Janvary, 
3924, and that Sergeant Blackman 
took charge of the station on 
November 8" 
At that time he “appeared to be 
in good health, but he was Jill

Ther 2 and lay on his bed for con- 


siderable periods. He, get up at 
times to atlend to his ordinary 
duties. On the night of Novem- 
ber 30 he spoke of going to 
hospital, bulb he did not go. The 
following day he said he felt bet- 
ter and on December.

Slowly ‘the old-timo boarding 
houses. of Now York, ‘more 
famous perhaps ‘in ribald song 
than in story, are passing. with 
the ‘demolition of oach brown- 
stone block at least ono-is sure to 
go and tho chances aro that the ax 
of tho wrocker in the process lets 
light into its shuttered living 
room for the first time in many 
yoars. : 

Thore ‘aro enough loft, -of 
course, to proserve the tradition 
and to feed many a hungry 
mouth, but the family, or spart- 
ment hotel is fast usurping the 
place formerly - held by thoso 
meus institutions once known 

‘pruneries “ in a ‘day. when 
the fruit from which the name 
was derived was so cheap that it 


ed in the bill-of-fare. 


They provide a simple plan of 
life, devoid of househald worry, 
and they are all woll crowded: 
Indeed, so popular are they still 
that it is o bit difficult now to re- 
alise that thore was a timd in 
this metropolis whon it was con- 
sidered something of a social dis- 
grace to live in one. 


It was the rush of notables to 


‘lthe city for the first session of 


Congress, which was held there, 
that broke the spell cast upon 
boarding houses by society. Up 
to that time a wife who dodged 
her houschold duties by passing 
them on to boarding-houre cooks 
and maids was frowned upon and 
even snubbed at tea parties. 


But that* first Congress found 
the city unprepared for the influx 
it brought.

So 
many of these institutations took 
in and carod for men - and 
women of promineneo that the 
stigma was removed, and has 
remuined removed over since. 


On the heels of this vindication 
Miss Marguret’ Munn appeared 
upon the Knicker-bocker scene 
and became the most famons 
boarding-house keoper of the dry. 
In fact, the height to which she 
carried her name and her estab- 
lishment probably never has been 


-}equalled sinee, Tt was, in a senso, 


famous and known for miles 


Miss Mann established her 
wall-known table at 61 Broad- 
way in a building which would 
be lost today.in the skysetapings 
ofthe vicinity. And- “there she 
remained for a goodly number of 
yours, a picturesque figure in a 
setting that was not 80 pic- 
uresque.

ed very simply, and were dimly 
lighted. Perhaps they set the 
style in that respect. These eyos 
have seen boarding-houso parlors 
other than dimly lighted in this 
city. The bedrooms were scanti- 
ly supplied. The dining room 
was white-wallcd and unadorned, 
with narrow tables set with cheap 
crockery and silver that could no 
more than answer to that name. 


“ Aunt Margaret,” as the land- 
lady was known, wasn't so per- 
sonable a hostess that she at- 
tructed guests by her manner.

Unliko othor countries, the 
sanitary engineers of the 
Rockefeller foundation working 
at Pampanga havo discovered six 
mosquitoes which’ are held re- 
sponsible for the high incidence 
of malaria. While, means have 
been found to dispose of them 
during cortain months, it remains 
to be determined how they scan 
be controlled in ‘the dry season 
when they seem better hidden in 
swamps and streams.

the first nuetion had been fully dis- 
charged. Tho defendant's wife lad 
paid HOI un account in’ two install 
ments. The furniture was delivered 
to her at an address other than her. 
own residence and was used to 
furnish a flat which she propeacd to 
let on her own aceount,

The Applicable Luw. 


Defendant and his wife were cona. 
biting at all material times: of the

Speaking of the. value of -the 
Exhibition, the Commis:‘oner said 
that although ‘there had been im- 
mediate financial loss to those 
participating, the tone amon; the 
overseas representatives was one 
of optimism as to the ultimate re- 
sults, 

A Centre of Attraction. 

Hongkong, ‘he continued, was a

The following plea from Major 
Stenson Coske, the secretary. .of 
the Automobile Association, de.

of all motorists. : 

“Our highways are now so 
heavily uscd that I venture to 
appeal to ail road users for a 
special and prolonged offort to 
obsorve the customary courtesies 
and rules of the rend. 

“This concerns pedestrians 
and cyclists, as well as users cf 
all types of wheelad traffic. Only 
by the good will of all who use 
our highways is it possible to 
aclieve a meximum of safety, 
corenience, and comfort. 

“A friendly spirit of ‘give’ and 
take’ between cyclists “and motor 
vehicle drivers will increase the 
safety of the smaller vehicle, and 
will avoid" unnecessary incon- 
venience andanxiety, Relations 
between drivers‘of commereial 
and public service vehicles and 
other road users are heing im- 
proved by the more general use 
of traffic signals, by observing the 
rule that slow traflic should'‘keep 
to the left, by always responding 
to audible warnings from over- 
taking vehicles, and by giving 
way when it is right, and safe, to 
do so,

STANDARD DESIGNS.. 
IRREGULARITY OF LIGHTING 
LAWS. ° 


Standardization in headlight 
design and uniformity of head- 
light laws will bring about safer 
night driving on thé United States 
highways. 

Hluminating engineers are try- 


fringe to come to some agreement on 


the problem of lighting the road 
from the car and of eliminating 
headlight glare, so that the states 
themselves may agree on a univer- 
yal code based on the findings of 
the engineers. 

As yet, howev er, the ‘matter of 
headlight.design is * still a problem. 
State authorities, as well as the 
engineers, are convinced that 
headlights must be firm’and con- 
sistent in design and in the 
amount of light they: throw. 

jut. the existing laws of-the 48 
states show how much at variance 
the authorities are on the installa- 
_ and use of lights. 


Few in Agreement. 


The state regulations vary, on 
the length of eff ctive beam re- 
quired from a headlight, on its 
height from the ground, its inten- 
sity, its size at a prescribed dis- 
tance and even its colour, 

White is.the standard colour, 


yet some states permit the use of 


amber headlights o1 any tint 
except red. Most states agree on 
the time headlights should be 
lighted, but they're equally as lax 
on the type of equipment for the 
purpose. — 

In Colorado and Florida only 
one headlight is required, and in 
Vermont frosted bulbs must not 
be-used. Spotlights, legal in one 
state, ia illegal .in another, and 
even ‘where they are permitted, 
there are different regulations as 
to their proper use. 


The same lack of uniformity | 


covers the control of tail lights 
and other coloured lights. One 
state doesn't permit any coloured 
lights in front of cars, while 
another sets the ban against red 
lights only. ' 

Other Lights, 

In the rear, . tail lights may be 
‘red or yellow in'Texas, or -they 
may be green, instend of red, in 
Wyoming.

A 
powerful physique Is not necessarily 
a safeguard, 

There is x growing conviction 


‘that infection in tuberculosis usual- 
ly occurs In childhood. 


The younger the ‘child and the 
more intimate the contact and the 
more prolonged, the exposure - -the}: 
grenter is the danger. It is 
estimated that about 10 per cent. 
of all deaths among children under 
fifteen years of age are due to 
tuberculo n yome form. 

The relation of early infection to 
tuberculosis in inter life is impor- 
tunt. It is believed that most 
people are infected beforg the age 
af sixteen. © 

Between the ages of tacnly and 


iforty about one- -third of all deaths 


are due to tuberculosis, 

It is more frequent among the 
poor because they cannot avoid 
fatigue nor nurse minor ailments 
nor esca;e other diseases which 
predispose to infection, Nor can 

tiéy house and feed themselves in 
a manner to strengthen their resis- 
tance to the germ. 

The poverty stricken, worker, the 
struggling student, the religious 
recluse, the roue, the dissolute 
spendthrift, the miser, the aséetis, 
the chronically tired business man, 
and the over amused society girl, 
are predisposed to tuberculosis 
throug? unwise or unworthy exhaus- 
tion of physical resources. 

LACK |OF PROPER FOOD BLAMED. 

The first predisposing cau-e of 
tuberculosis is lack of proper food. 
In the average home too little ifme 


ja given, to thé study of children’s 
diet during the first’ten years of 
child life and. even: when food is 
properly prepared for children it 
must not i:e forzotten that it often 
takes time and patience'to induce 
a playful, active child to eat proper 
things in sufficient quantity and at 
the proper time. 

Tze enpitalist who haslily con- 
numes a scanty breakfast of toast 
and coffee, works busily:all day ‘in 
his office with only 5 hasty lnneh 
ut noon, is not wel] fed even 
though he consumes a full 
meal in the - evening and 
has a little ‘lunch after 
the theatre and may have taken in 
the course of the day a greater 
quantity of food than he actually 
needs, 

The child who refused at table 
wholesome articles of food, such aa 
vegetables and 
meat, cannot maintain a satisfac- 
tory degree of nourishment. 

A lack of. knowledge of food 
values is very: common, especially 
in cities where the products of the 
delicatessen shop attracting the eye 
and the palate, tempt the housewife 
of moderate circumstances to give 
delicatessen shop products prece- 
dence over ‘wholesome soups, 
veyetables, roasts and stews from 
the home xitchen. :

Dr. Coffey ‘said’ re vt, in his 
opinion, cancer: was ot, self-immu- 
nizing, and. the certain, discovery 
of a cancer parasite “would ‘not 
materinlly change the treatment of 
disease. Any serum that might he 
developed, he.said, would have ‘o 
ve produced along .entirely differ-] 
ent lines than that of any other 
aow existing. Great progress is 
now being made In the treatment of 
what were formerly considered 
hopeless cases, he declared, but 
the progress was being made along, 
surgical lineg rather than medies 

In ‘the discussion of the paper 
Dr, John B. Denver, of -this ci‘y, 
‘}spoke of the importance of caic 
ing cancer at its inception, and told 
the surgeons to be “up on their 
toes” ready to retard its progress. 

In speaking of the outlook for the 
eventual cure of cancer, Dr. Ma 
mentioned the work of Dr. 1 
Smith, in the Geovernment conser- 
yatory in Washington, where he is 
taking thousands of plants and 
literally killing them by cancer by 
first-inoculating them and then pre- 
dieting to a certainty In what pa:! 
of the -plant a cancer will develop 
and how long it will be before it 
appears, ‘From the vegetable king- 
dom, Dr. Mayo expressed the hope 


that the animal kingdom would be} 


but a step and that by studying 
the working of the.disease in plants 
a cure or preventive might be dix- 
zoveted applicable to man. 

Several methods of curing the 
dread disease are now being tried, 
he said, but it will take several 
years for sufficient.reports to come

cular in the extreme and well be- 
filted the vecentrivities of its au- 
thor, says an American commenta- 
tor,.but even this early it has been 
found thet the budget has not been 
balanced, that the savings hoped 
for have not materialized, and that 
vole-getting expenditures have in- 
crensed beyond expectations, 


+ The British taxpayer. who fs the 
most heaviiy ‘burdened individual 
in the world, has paid his income 
tax without .much grumbling,. and 
the only conclusion that can be 
aeached from Mr. Churchill's‘latest 
suggestion /s that. orze the Govern- 
ment gets into a tight pJace finan: 
cially, it ran call upon the general 
public for further sacrifices to 
cover up its monetary mistakes. 


Mr, Churchill's subject was “The 
Public Purse,” end at the outset he 
maintained that England was not

PEKING A8-IT I8 TO-DAY. 


“Sir Poreeval Landon, 
special correspondent of } 
Duily Telegraph, ina mall articlo, 
written in’ October. gives the 
following interestirig pen picture 
of life in the Chinese capital as 
hohas been socing it. 

_ Yosterday tho sun was low in 
a luminous haze of. gold behind 
the purples of the Weatern Hills. 
One looked down upon a donso 
growth of treos, horizon-wide and 
matted together in the dusk, up 
through which the yellow roofs 
of the Imparial city lay ¢lose- 
ranked by, like a flect of golden 
two-deckers above the undulating 
greon. Just boyond: them the 
five-pointed Coal Hill, crowned 
with shrinos, rose up like an is- 
land under whose lee they ley at 
anchor, The ultramarine mist, 
partly smoke, partly dust, partly 
distance, drifted across the scene; 
and the furrows ploughed in the 
groonery by the straight, yellow- 
topped walls merged a inilo‘away 
into the growing darknoss, . 

There is no town in all the 
world that is even remotely like 
Poking. It ix rather smaller than 
in the days when Marco Pole set 
down his admiration in the 
greatest book of travels that has 
been written,-and it has been re- 
built since his thirteenth-century 
day. But the rebuildings have 
not affected either the plan of the 
town or the position of its
